Ex-Minister Phelps Attacks 


the British Side. 


America Claims That Indiscriminate 
Slaughter is Barbarous, 


But the Opposition Counsel Evaded 
the Real Issue. 


Seizure of Pelagic Sealers Not Pertinent— 
Bering Not Conceded to Be a 
Clesed Sea—The Question 
Not Fairly Met. 


PARIS, June 22.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) Hon. E. J. Pheips, of 
counsel for the United States, opened 
his argument in behalf of the conten- 
tion of the United States before the 
Bering Sea Tribunal of Arbitration to- 
day, and the address proved to be a 
brilliant one. 

He said the case presented only two 
main questions. Have the Canadians, 
and the renegade Americans who seek 
the shelter of the British flag in order 
to defy the laws of their own country, 
a right to continue in destroying the 
seal species and if so, what regulations 


are necessary to prevent the extermi-, 


nation of the seals? Other questions 
might be involved, but they are 
merely incidental. America, he added, 
claims the indiscriminate destruction 
of the seals is inhuman, barbarous, and 
in violation of the laws of all civilized 
nations for the-protection of wild ani- 
mals in the breeding season. The Brit- 
ish claimed._the right to exterminate 
the species for the sake of small tem- 
porary profit. They did not meet the 
question as to whether the right ex- 
ists, but exhausted the resources of the 
ablest advocacy to evade it. 

The British Counsel approached the 
question in every direction except a 
straightforwad one. They pretended 
to inquire whether the United States 
was justified in seizing British vessels 
engaged in pelagic seal-hunting. Phelps 
declared there was no such question 
before the tribunal. After remarking 
that the British assertion that the 
United States wished to declare the 
Bering Sea a mare clausum is untrué. 
Phelps said the seizure of pelagic seal- 
ing vessels was effected under the 
Saeee claims to a right 

protect the seals. Great 
Britadr has veered around, he 
said, after the arbitration treaty was 
concluded, and has base@ her cause 
upon an elaborate defense of pelagic 
sealing, insisting.no regulations would 
be acceptable to her which were incon- 
sistent with the prosperity of the pela- 
gic hunters. 


A BOGUS WIDOW. 


Arrested for Perjury in Connection with 
a Will Case, 


Stockton (Cal.,) June 22.—[By the 
Associated Press.] - Ida Maud Nicholos, 
the bogus widow who contested the will 
of Joseph McKinney, a well-to-do col- 
ored farmer of Banta, and was arrested 
for perjury, created a sensation today 
by confessing. She swore that she was 
approached by A. J. Ross, once a police 
officer, with a proposition to personate 
McKinney's widow. For that crime 
he has been hela for subornation of 
perjury, and is now in jail. Continu- 
ing, she said, she was sick and almost 
destitute and some davs had not enough 
to eat; finally she agreed to follow his 
directions, and she swore to what she 
did in the contest under promise of one- 


third of the estate, which is valued at 
$50,000. 


MINE EXPLOSION. 


Five Killed and Three Wounded by Es- 
eaping Gas. 

WILKESAARRE (Pa.{) June 22.—|By 
the Associated Press.| Ata late hour 
this evening, while eight men were at 
work in No. 8 slope of the Susquehanna 
Coal Company, a terrific explosion of 
gas took place, which hurled the vic- 
tims off their feet and scattered them 
in all directions, killing four men anda 
boy instantly, and seriously, but not 
fatally, injured three more.

He produced a list of names of per- 
sons and papers whom he alleged En- 
gland had bribed, and the qmount of 
money given as bribes. He read.amid 
an uproar that almost drowned his 
voice: ‘“‘Temps, £50,000; Le Matin, f30,- 
000: Le Jour, £15,000; Rochefort, f80,000;

THE COURTS. 


Nearly Ended. 


“A Very Plausible Story Told by the 
Defendant. 


He Says He Took No Part in the 
Redondo Trouble. 


the Postal Laws—Orders Made 
in Regular Cases—- 
New Suits. 


The taking of evidence in the case of 
People vs. Thomas Peterson, the charge 
being assault with a deadly weapon, 
took up nearly the’ whole of yesterday’s 
session of court in Department One, 
only a part of the argoment having 
been made at 5:30 o’clock, when an ad- 
journment was taken until this morning. 

The prosecution, reviewing its case, 
dwelt upon the facts of the story as 
presented by it for the consideration of 
the Court and jury. The schooner Ha)l- 
cyon was known to have on board when 
she anchored at Redondo on the night 
of May 5 lasta non-ynion crew, Many 
of the union men had previously cre- 
ated an almost constant disturb- 
ance at both San Pedro and Re- 
dondo whenever an attempt was made 
to ship non-union crews. The Halcyon 
lay-to onthe night in question within 
ten feet of the wharf preparatory to 
discharging her cargo of lumber on the 
following morning. Toward midnight 
a strange sailboat was seen com- 
ing toward the schooner by the 
watch, and it soon ran up close, 
and several men climbed up the 
side. They were all armed and threat- 
ened the captain with death if he inter- 
fered with their movements. Their 
intention was to force tne non-union 
men to leave the ship. The captain 
fired upon them and they then, in haste, 
tumbled back into the boat and rowed 
off. On the morning following a boat 
was found drifting in San Pedro Harbor, 
containing the dead body of a man who 
was known to be a union sailor. Then, 
when the work of unloading the Halcyon 
was commenced at Redondo, Peterson 
emerged suddenly from the hold, where, 
it was supposed, he had taken refuge, 
not being able to get away in the boat 
with his companions. There was little 
doubt but that. the dead man found in 
the boat at San Pedro had been one of 
the attacking party and that he had 
been hit by a bullet fired by the Halcyon 
«crew. All of the circumstances went to 
show that Peterson had been a leader 
of the union men, and that he should be 
held on the charge of assault. with a 
deadly weapon. This was the case for 
the people. 

When Peterson himself took the stand 
in defense he stated that on the day of 
the trouble he was in San Pedro. He 
was out of work, and had been drinking 
some. In the afternoon he resolved to 
go to Redondo and try his luck there, so 
he bought a pint of whisky and started 
out for that place on foot: He arrived 
there that night, and immediately be- 
gan looking for work. Early‘on the 
morning of May 5 he went down to the 
wharf and tried to find a friend of his 
whom he believed to be around the 
dock. Not finding him_on the wharf he 
dropped across on to the Halcyon and 
went through the hatchway, expecting 
to find his man down below. Then he 
came up the main hatch and. was con- 
fronted by the captain of the schooner, 
who asked him what he had been doing. 
He said emphatically that he. was inno- 
cent of we charge, and that he took no 
part in the disturbance.

The Great Northern Road Is Strictly 
“In It.” 


Low Rates are Made Effective:in Both 
Directions—The Reading Road Bound 
for a Foreclosure Sale—Union 
Pacific Retrenching. 


“ The passenger agents in Los Angeles 
profess to have already discovered a re- 
sult of the financial flurry which is now 
in its subsidence here. People who 
have been inquiring daily about the 
rates and accommodations to Chicago 
are now saying that they will have to 
give up their prospective trip to the 
World’s Fair because their money is in 
one of the banks that closed up till the 
clouds roll by. The passenger agents 
are beginning to fear that the bank 
runs will serve as excellent excuses for 
a great many people, who would other- 
wise have traveled to Chicago or owned 
up that they couldn’t afford ‘it. What- 
ever is the cause, there hare been fewer 
inquiries this week about routes and 
rates than for some time past. 

GREAT NORTHERN MAKES ANOTHER CUT. 

Cuicaco, June 22. —[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Great North- 
ern today made another cut in trans- 
continental rates as follows: From St. 
Paul, Minneapolis and Duluth to Spo- 
kane, Seattle, Tatoma, Vancouver and 
North. Pacific Coast points, $25 first- 
class, and $18 second-class, to- be ef- 
fective June 25, and apply in both di- 
rections. The Northern Pacific lost no 
time in meeting the rates, and will put 
them into effect the same date. The 
Great Northern also decided to place 
on sale, commencing July 4, 8000 mile 
tickets good for one year for $75, 
tickets to be good over entire system, 
Sioux City and Northern. and over the 
Canadian Pacific between Neche and 
Winnipeg. The Western Passenhger As- 
sociation, which'is greatly disturbed by 
the actions of the Great Northern, will 
meet June 27, to take suitable action. 
The opinion among the general passen- 
ger agents is that the Union Pacific 
will not enter the fight, preferring 
rather to abandon Montana business. 

THE READING PLAN FAILED. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 22,—[By the 
Associated Press.}| The board of 
managers of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad-today decided to 
abandon the plan for the rehabilitation 
of the company, because of the required 
number of assents from the general 
mortgage bondholders and stockholders 
not being obtained. 

Total number assents $31,356,000 
of oo mortgage bonds, about $9,- 
000,000 short, and 411,218 shares of 
stock; 68,782 short. An official of the 
company said after the meeting that 
foreclosure is now regarded as inevi- 
table. 

SCRAP HEAP.

All the Chicago roads are watching 
their conductors more carefully than 
ever. The vastly increased business on 
account of the World’s Fair gives much 
larger opportunities for sequestrating 
cash fares, but the result so tar of the 
watchfulness has been of but little ef- 
fect, except to show that no watchful- 
ness was needed. 

Regarding the convention to consider 
the interstate railway from Dakota to 
the Gulf of Mexico to be held at Lin- 
coln, Neb., Jume 28, the Baltimore 
Manufacturers’ Record publishes opin- 
ions of several governors. Govs. Fish- 
‘eack of Arkansas and Sheldon of South 
Dakota favor building the road, but are 
opposed to State control. All of the 
governors except Sheldon will send 
delegates to the convention. 

A dispatch from Omaha says that re- 
trenchment is the order that has been 
issued from Union Pacific headquarters, 
and the next thirty davs will show a 
material reduction among the employés 
of the system, mainly confined to the 
line. General Manager Dickson said: 
“Freight rates are in a state of chaos, 
passenger rates about holding their 
own. The difficulties between trans- 
continental lines over freight rates 
have materially lessened our earnings. 
With quarrels in passenger circles, 
although they have seemingly been 
settled, the earnings are not commen- 
surate with the expenses.’’

A review of the local financial field 
shows that the situation has materially 
improved since yesterday.

The Los Angeles National Bank, 
which has so bravely weathered the 
storm, declined an offer of substantial 
support which was tendered yesterday. 
The receipts went a long way toward 
making up for the withdrawals. 

The Farmers’ and Merchants’ and 
Bank of America both refused to accept 
assistance. 

A large amount of money has been 
received from the outside, and more ts 
on the way. 

Many persons who withdrew their 


deposits during the excitement have 
since replaced them in the same or 
other banks. The people of Los An- 
geles are coming to their senses and 
beginning to wonder what the trouble 


was all about. 
It is true that 


several outside banks 
in Orange, San Bernardino and Los 
Angeles counties have their 
‘doors, but this was more as a_pre- 
cautionary measure than from neces- 
sity, and these banks were so closely 
affilated with those of this city. that 
the result might hate been expected. 

It may safely be stated that the sit- 
uation at present is better.than it has 
been at any. time since this causeless 
panic commenced.

RUN ITS COURSE. 


The Financial Flurry in the 
City is Over. 


The Run on the Los Angeles Na- 
tional at an End, 


— 


And Publie Confidenceis Apparently 
Fully Restored. 


The Monetary Situation in Adjoining 
Countie:—Temporary Suspension of 
Several of the Smaller Banks 
Reported. 


With the opening of the third and 
final day of the financial excitemens in 
Los Angeles, it became apparent that 
the run on the banks was in its dying 
stages. There was a noticeable lack of 
anxious faceson the streets and the 
corners, where for two days previously 
crowds had assembled, were gratefully 
deserted. 

Asmall number of “people, in com- 
parison with former days’ crowds, began 
to gather in frontof the Los Angeles 
National Bank, and by 9:30 o'clock 
there were exactly thirty-seven in line. 
Of these tvrrenty-eight were men and 
nine women. Attwo minutes before 10 
the front doors of the bank were opened 
and President Bonebrake appeared. 
Cheers greeted him, tnd many friends 
rushed up to offer congratulations. The 
first ones in the line were admitted 
to the bank and were quickly disposed 
of. Several depositofs, who were near 
the rear end of the line, seeing that the 
bank was again open, deserted their 
places. Among these was a colored 
man, who said to the reporter, ‘I 
wouldn't stand in that line any more in 
the broiling sun for $10 an hour. I've 
got about $80 in the bank, and it’s 
going to stay there. If they've stood 
the run fortwo days they can stand it 
fora week. I ain’t a bit afraid any 
more.’’ 

At noon there were just six people in 
line, and ato12:30 it had entirely dis- 
appeared. Asthe tail-ender ascended 
the steps a number of spectators set up 
acheer. Thus ended the run on the 
Lés Angeles Naticnal Bank and the 
financial flurry in Los Angeles. 

In the afternoon there was a move- 
ment on foot among several admiring 
citizens serenade the Los Angeles 
National Bank, but Maj. Bonebrake 
heard of it and dissuaded the projectors 
from carrying out their purpose. 

Near the closing hour a- Times re- 
porter interviewed President Boneé- 
brake. The Major said he was confi- 
dent the danger was now over. Heavy 
assistance had been offered by moneyed 
men in this city, but declined with many 
thanks, as the bank was now fully able 
to take care of itself. The Major fur- 
thermore said that the deposits for the 
day almost equaled the withdrawals. 
With such a showing, there is no doubt 
the senseless panic has ended. 

THE FARMEKS’ AND M ERCHANTS’. 

At this bankthe day passed without 
the least sign of a run,*in fact, if any- 
thing, the ‘‘boot was on the other leg.’’ 
At 2 o'clock it was authoritatively 
known that so far the deposits for the 
day had exceeded withdrawals by 
$100,900. ‘The quarter of a million in 
gold coin which had been wired for the. 
day before came down from San Fran- 
cisco, but there was no need for it. 
Lehman Bros,, large bankers in New 
Mork, offered heayy assistance to the 
Farmers’ and Merchants’, but Presi- 
dent Hellinan promptly wired that help 
was not needed. 

In the Los Angeles Savings Bank, 
which is sometimes called the Farmers 
and Merchants’ annex, depositors were 
still paid on demand. Only in the case 
of verv heavy term depositors was the 
legal notice required. All others re- 
ceived their money on presentation of 
bank books and the proper vouchers. 
So far as known this is the only savings 
bank in the city which did not generally 
require notice of its depositors. 

THE BANK OF AMERICA, 

Things followed their ususal routine 
at this institution. Asa matter of fact 
there has been less demand on this 
bank than anv other. Cashier Stewart 
said to a TIMES reporter yesterday 
morning: ‘We are able to stand any 
demand made upon us. We have had 
no great excitement to contend with. 
Our bank is in as good a condition as a 
bank can be.”’ 

It was erroneously stated vesterday 
that the Bank of America had secured 
a large accommodation from the Farm- 
ers’ and Merchants’ Bank. It should 
have read that a tender was made but 
declined by the Bank of America, 
which found that it did not require the 
coin, being able to draw on reserve 
funds in San Francisco to the amount 
of more than $100,000. 

THE FIRST NATIONAL.

Until that gentleman has fin- 
ished his examination nothing of real 
importance can be given out. Presf- 
dent Elliott is confident that the bank 
will reopen shortly, and is constantly 
receiving offers of assistance. Under 
the national banking laws, however, 
the Comptroller of the Currency must 
be perfectly satisfied that matters are 
in good shape before a national bank 
that has once closed its doors can 
reopen them again. 

The same bolds good with reference 
to the Southern California National 
Bank, which is also awaiting an exam- 
ination by the National Bank Examiner.

Bank at Poujona. 


Pomona, June 22:--[Special. When 
the hour of 10 o’clock arrived Thurs- 
day morning, the People’s Bank did not 
open its doors, anda notice was dis- 
played which read: 

“Owing to the existing financial 
stringency, the board of directors of 
this bank has decided to temporarily 
close its doors, Depositors will be pai 
in full.”’ 

No statement can be, had fora few 
davs, but President Pole said to the 
Times reporter yesterday that while he 
had no particnilar statement to make, 
that in view of the way money matters 
were in Los Angeles and other places, 
he thought best to close until things 
were in better condition. He said the 
bank had paid out larger sims in the 
past three days than ever before in a 
similar time, and he thought it best to 
close the doors before the money Was all 
gone. He also wanted it distinctly un- 
derstood that the bank would.reopen in 
a few days for banking business; that 
the directors’ homes were here in Po- 
mona, and that there was ample to pay 
everybody. There is no excitement 
whatever about the matter, and there 
isnorunon eitherthe First Nationa? 
or the National Bank of Pomona. Both 
these latter banks have more money on 
hand than ever before, and the busi- 
ness men deposited as usual all day. 
They also displayed cards in the win- 
dows, offering to take checks on the 
suspended bank or any other bank In 
the city, inexchange for goods. This 
shows conclusively that the people 
haye the utmost confidence in all the 
banks. 

The People’s Bank is an old institu- 
tion, and enjoys the fullest confidence 
ofthe people. The president says the 
suspension in no way affects either the

some of the directors own interests 
in the last two establishments does not 
affect them—they are all right. 


The Azusa Bank Closes Its Doors,

We have as 
sets of over $45,000 in cash and bills 
receivable, liabilities to depositors of 
$33,000, and expect to open for busi- 
Less very shortly.’ 

The officers of this institution are as 
follows: W.F. Bosbyshell, president;

Daniels, cashier. 

There has been no. excitement here 
and the standing of the directors of 
this bank is such that the people are 
not at all alarmed, having every con- 
fidence in them, expecting the bank to 
be open shortly on as sound a basis as 
ever. 

Checks on the bank are being taken 
by merchants here in exchange for 
merchandise. 

Aftergareful canvassing of the de- 
positors this afternoon, all seem satis- 
fied with the outlook. Prospects for a 
speedy reopening of the bank are good. 


Everything Solid at Pasadena. 

Pasapena (Cal.,) June 22.—The little 
excitement caused by the suspension of 
the Los Angeles banks was of short dur- 
ation. Inthis city a few small deposi- 
tors withdrew deposits. Later in the 
day many returned the same ‘to the 
banks. The banks are fully prepared 


re an emergency, and no uneasiness is 
elt. 


No Uneasiness at San Pedro. 

San Pepro, June 22.—[Special.] The 
Bank of San Pedro appears to be one; 
of the few banks in Southern Califor- 
nia which has not experienced a ran at 
any time during the recent financial 
flurry. 

The bank *has been amply fortified 
for any emergency, and has even taken 
the precaution to provide two expert 
tellers from Los Angeles to facilitate 
the payment of coin if called for, but, 
somehow, San Pedro people seem to 
have vlenty of confidence in their bank- 
ing institution and its managers, and 
have absolutely refused to lose their 
heads, consequently there has been no 
run. The receiving teller is doing the 
bulk of the business, and the extra tel- 
lersare having a good time catching 
fish on the wharf. 


Santa Monica Bank Well Fortified. 

Santa Monica, June 22.—[Special. | 
Instead of the usual closing notices that 
seem to be so prevalent upon the doors 
of banking institutions now-a-days, the 
Santa Monica Bank reversed the order 
of things today, and the following 
notice appeared.in the windows of that 
bank: 

“This bank will be open today until 4 
p.m. to pay depositors who: may desire 
to draw their accounts.”’ 

The merchants have not been alarmed 
at the financial flurry, and have been 
depositing regularly, and not checking 
out except when absolute necessity 
demanded. E. J. Vawter, who had 
$10,000 in San Francisco, subject to 
call, has ordered the coin forwarded 
immediately to be placed to his credit in 
this bank, and $10,000 in coin has 
been received by the bank officials 
themselves from the North. Besides 
this, various sums, ranging from $50 to 
$500 were deposited today by different 
persons, and it is safe tosay that the 
Santa Monica Bank is well fortified for 
apy run. 


ORANGE COUNTY. 


Temporary Suspension of All but Two of 
the Banks. 

Santa Ana,@June 22.—[Special.] 
banks of Orange county,with two 
exceptions closed their doors tempora- 
rily this morning in order to avoid a 
probable panic. Every bank in the 
county is as good as old wheat in the 
mill, and entirely solvent. The fact 
that they closed their doors today tem- 
porarily does not at this time mean that 
they are financially embarrassed. As 
stated in Tue Times Wednesday, a large 
amount of money was received sprough 
Wells-Fargo a few days ago for the 
several banks, and was added to the 
already large supply on hand in the 
vaults to be had in case of an emer- 
gency, asthe directors of the several 
institutions feared the, excitement 
might come this way and the people 
would lose their heads and demand 
their money. The uncalled-for and 
unreasonable excitement in Los An- 
geles Wednesday created a panicky feel- 
ing here in the evening, and it at 
once became apparent that the labor- 
ing element and small depositors would 
start a run on the banks ifthey would 
open the next morning. The bank of- 
ficials fearing that the excitement that 
would perhaps be created by the report 
going out over the county that runs 
were being made would not be bene- 
ficialto the financial interests’ of the 
county, advised with their friends as to 
the best methods to pursue. The uni- 
versal advice wasto close every bank 
inthe city and county, and to keep, 
themclosed until the financial bluster 
had passed away and peace and qniet 
once more reigned supreme. The larg- 
est merchants inthe city asked that 
the banks be closed at once, believing 
in the trite old saying that a stitch in‘ 
time often saves nine. 

This matter had been so thoroughly 
discussed that this morning the streets 
were crowded more than usual with 
pedestrens, andat 10 a.m. there was 
quite a crowd at the corner of Fourth 
and Main streets, where the First Na- 
tional and Commercial banks are lo- 
cated, 

FIRST NATIONAL DOES NOT OPEN. 

Promptly at 10 o’clock the following 
was tacked on the outside of the doors 
of the First National: . 

NOTICE. 

Owing to the heavy withdrawal of depos- 
its and our inability to raise money on our 
securities the board of directors of this 
bank has decided to temporarily close the 


doors. The bank has ample assets and will 
pay all depositors in full as soon as collec- 
tions can be made. W. H. SPURGEON, 


President. 

This notice was read by a number of 
curiosity-seekers who wereon hand to 
see what course the banks would pur- 
sue. but did not even excite unfavor- 
able comment. 

THE COMMERCIAL FOLLOWS SUIT. 

On the opposite corner a small crowd 
had assembied in front of the Commer- 
cial Bank. It was the intention of this 
bank to wait upon all its customers by 
turns, but to avoid a rush. After the 
curtains were raised only a few were 
admitted at a time, the majority of 
these being men who had money to de- 
posit instead of wanting to draw out. 
This manner, differing from the usual 
custom, attracted considerable atten- 
tion, and the crowd beganto increase. 
The bank officials noticing this, and 
noticing also that the First National 
had not opened its doors, concluded it 


was best to put a quietus on the pan- | 


icky impulse so far as it could, at once, 
b¥ closing its doors. The following no- 
tice was then posted on the outside of 
the outer doors: 


Owing to withdrawal ot deposits and the f 


stringency of the money market our board 
of directors has decided to close the doors 
of the bank temporarily. Depositors need 
have no fears about their deposits, as the 
bank has ample assets to pay ‘all depositors 
in full, and proposes to reopen as soon as 
this panic subsides. 
5 COMMERCIAL BANK OF SANTA ANA. 
By N. Palmer, President. 
There were only a very few in all the 


crowd on the street who really wanted 
to withdraw their money, and they were 
either fesidents from the rural portions 
of the county, who had heard a wild ru- 
mor that the banks were about to 
*‘bust’’ and had rashed in almost out of 
breath to, onintentionally, no doubt, 
help to “bust her,’’ or were of that 
small class of nervons, excitable people 
in the city who usually have more fear 
of a financial crash than they have 
funds inthe bank. This fact was most 
plainly demonstrated at the 


SAVINGS BANK 
when that institution openea up 
business. A rush was made for the 
teller’s window, and in a few minutes 
the bank was crowded. After half a 
dozen or more had withdrawn small 
sums of money the following notice was 
posted just inside the grate window: 
NOTICE. 
Depositors desiring to withdraw their de- 


posits will be required to give the follow- 
ing notice: 


Term deposits: Six months. 

Ordinary deposits: For sums less than 
$100, tendays; for sums of $100 and over 
but less than $500, thirty days; for sums 
of $500 and upward, sixty Ways. 

This notice checked the drain that 
had set.in, and but few gave notice of 
intention to withdraw, but finally 
drifted out onto the street, Up to noon 
but ten depositors had given notice to 
withdraw. Of these, an examination 
into the matter reveals the somewhat 
humorous fact that nine of them were 
depositors to the extent of less than 
$100. But one had over $100 and 
less than $500 to his credit. The 


above details are given merely to show ‘ 


how a little scare among small deposit- 
ors may develop into a serious run if it 
is not checked by some heroic treat- 
ment or otherwise. 

The excitement around all the banis 
did not last more than thirty or forty 
minutes alltogetber until the streets 
were cleared, and people had gone 
about their business, satisfied that the 
various banking institutions had done 
the very best possible thing in closing 
their doors at the very start of the ex- 
citement. The Times reporter, in con- 
versation with the officers of the banks. 
was told that the banks still had a large 
amount of gold on hand, but from ob- 
servation of the panic in Los Angeles 
the previous day, they believed the peo- 
ple would start a run on them here, and 
that they thought the better plan 
would be to shut off any possibility of a 
collapse by closing their doors tempora- 
rily until they could fix themselves so 
that all depositors could be paid off in 
fullif they so desired. Every bank in 
Santa Ana and Orange county is as 
good as gold, and will pay their depos- 
itors every doliay they owe them just 
as soon as they can realize on their:se- 
curities. No bank doing a successful 
business can. with a few hours notice, 
pay their depositors in full, and every 
intelligent citizen ought to be thor- 
oughly conversant with this fact and 
act accordingly. The banks are all 
right, but the people are all wrong, in- 
asmuch as they are not inclined to give 
the banks a reasonable opportunity to 
realize on their securities. In fact, the 
people do not need or want their money 
for any porticular use. They are only 
unnecessarily scared. They havé lost 
their conservatism, and their thought- 
less action in rushing to the banks and 
clamoring for coin is as suicidal to their 
business interests as it is unbecoming, 
unbusiness-like, senseless and uncalled- 
for. 

THE BANK OF ORANGE 
is a branch of the Commercial of this 
city, and did not open its doors, as a 
run was anticipated. The bank is solid 
and will pay dollar for dollar when it 
again begins business. Like the banks 
of this city, it will open its doors for 
business just as soon as the great finan- 
cial scare has subsided. 

THE BANK OF TUSTIN 
remained open during the day, this 
bank and the sa vings bank of this city 
being the only two in the county that 
kept ‘‘open house.” As this bank is 
another branch of the Commercial, it 
was thought that the directors would 
order it closed, but as there was no in- 
dication of a run there they finally con- 
cluded to keep the doors open. A 
notice, however, was posted on the 
door asking the depositors to get along 
with as little money as would be con- 
sistent with their demands. 

THE BANK OF ANAHEIM 
closed down Wednesday noon, two of 
its heaviest depositors becoming unduly 
alarmed and drawing out their entire 
accounts. The directors, believing that 
a general run would follow, closed the 
doors immediately in order to avert fur- 
ther difficulty. 

To sum up the financial situation in 
Orange county, it was never better than 
it is today. The county was never in 
a more prosperous condition, and money 
never was more plentiful, except, per- 
haps, during the palmiest days ‘of the 
boom. The banks have never been on 
a more substantial and firm footing 
than during the past few months. Had 
the people precipitated this panic three 
years ago, when the evil effects of the 
boom were being most keenly felt, there 
would, perhaps, have been some sort of 
excuse forthe uneasiness now felt by 
some of the more wary of small depos- 
itors, but forthe matter to take on such 
a serious coloring in the very face of 
the good times of the past two years is 
ridiculously absurd, to sav the least. 

The sober-minded/ business men of 
Santa Ana and Orange county are not 
alarmed over the present condition of 
affairs, andin a few days the fright- 
ened populace will see that they may be 
correctly likened unte the old story of 
‘Harry and the Guidepost."’ 


Tustin is All Right.

‘‘panic’’ in Los Angeles and other cities 
caused quite a number of outside depos- 
itors to come in and draw out their 
money, although residents of our city, 
the heaviest depositors, felt perfectly 
easy. The bapk promptly met all 
checks with the cash until the vault was 
empty, and the First National in Los 
Angeles, the bank's correspondent, hav- 
ing closed its doors, could furnish no 
help, and payment had to be stopped. 
Our citizens have full confidence in the 
management of the bank; its assets are 
considerably in excess of its liabilities, 
and business will probably be resumed 
in a few days, when all who wish to 
draw out their deposits will get their 
money. 


SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


The Financial Situation at San Bernardino 
Unchanged 

San Beryarvino, June 22.—[Special. 
The financial situation remains un- 
changed in this city, save that it is, per- 
haps, more quiet. At the same time 
the greatest interest is manifested in 
the condition of affairs throughout 
Southern California. Now that the

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 


Plan for the Settlement of the Riverside 
Banking Company's Affairs. 

On Wednesday, at the Y.M.C.A, Hall, 
there was held a meeting of the di- 
rectors, depositors and creditors of the 
Riverside Banking Company, for the 
purpose of discussing the situation re- 
spesting the failtre of the bank, and to 
devise the best meang possible for the 
benefit of the depositors, in clearing 
upthe affair. The hall was filled to 
overflowing, many being unable to gain 
admission. The meéting was called to 
order by W. J. Mcintyre, attorney for 
the bank, and Hon. H. M. Streeter was 
made chairman and E. F. Kingman 
secretary. The bank, through its at- 
attorney, then made the following 
statement as to its condition:

There was a general discussion as to 
what should be the method pursued in 
order to cause the least injury to values 
in the valley and at the same time give 
the depositors and. creditors the big- 
gest returns. O. T. Dyer, the manager 
of the bank, was one of the speakers, 
and by the way his remarks were re- 
ceived it was evident that the depos- 
itors had not lost faith in him. All 
seemed to be of the opinion that the 
bank should not go into the hands of a 
receiver and then force collections by 
foreclosures and thus depreciate values. 
The following committee of fifteen was 
then appointed to investigate the bank’s 
condition and report a method of pro- 
cedure at another meeting of the de- 
positors and creditors on Thursday 
afternoon:

Not a voice was raised for immediate 
settlement, and the best of harmony 
prevailed. 

The committee of fifteen reported at 
Thussday’s meeting that the total face 
vaiue of. resources of the Rivetside 
Banking Company was $900,368.12, 
and the estimated value at $583,- 
882.70. The total deposits are $401.- 
199.74, or about two-thirds of what 
they were on Januaty 1. Of the de- 
posits $246,093.07 is due to residents 
of Riverside, other than stockholders 
and to directors in the bank who have 
$183,900 on deposit. About 5 per 
cent. is due to non-residents. The com- 
mittee recommended that the bank 
enter into a contract making creditors 
(excepting stockholders) preferred 
creditors, whose claims shall be paid 
first. Deposits under $50 will be paid 
within thirty days; of the others, 15 
per cent. shall be paid within one yeag, 
25 per cent. within two years, 25 per 
cent within three, and the balance 
within four years. All of the present 
assets and moneys realized for the same 
are to be applied to the indebtedness. 
The plan is to be submitted to the 
Attorney-General for approval. The 
report was adopted and a committee 
was appointed to get signatures to the 
contract. 


SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


The Bank of Commerce Closes Its Doors— 
Temporarily. 

San Disco, June 22.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| There was another 
big crowd before the Bank of Com- 
merce doors this morning, but at 
10 o'clock instead of reopening, a. 
notice was hung out saying that after 
paying out $50,000 cash yesterday to 
satisfy depositors, and believing this 
morning that they could continue busi- 
ness, the directors regret that the ex- 
pected assistance could not be had, and 
that money on the way is not available 
today, therefore, they were forced to 
temporarily suspend. The assets ex- 
ceed the liabilities by $50,000, excla- 
sive of real estate, and all will be paid 
in full.

THE SITUATION IN ’FRISCO. 


_ The Chronicle Calis tha Los Angeles Run a 
“Silly ” 
San Francisco (Cal.,) June 22.—|Spe- 
ITlearn at a late hour tonight 
that the prevailing contagion smong 
‘the banks down south has reached this 
city, and that the first, and perhaps the 
only, symptoms of it will be in the fail- 
ure of the Pacific Bank to open its 
‘doors tomorrow morning. That con- 
cern made a strong appeal to the clear- 
‘ing-house today, but, as many of the se- 
curities were not ofthe gilt-edged sort 
row imperatively demanded, they met 
‘with a yefusai, and a failure to open up 
at the usual hour tomorrow will result. 
As might be expected, the other banks 
‘look upon the situation with some un- 
easiness, not beca of their own 
weakness, but because of the natural 
effect a suspension by any one of the 
local banks will have on the public 
mind. The Pacific is said to have been 
behind many illegitimate schemes and 
carrying many ofthem at a big loss; 
consequently a big failure is feared. 
_, The senior McDonald is presumed to 
-be in New York, as is his son Frank, 
Richard H. McDonald, Jr., being the 
only one of the family on the ground. 
‘While they are the holders of some 
securities of one of the Los Angeles 
street railwavs, I am informed that 
that corporation’s fortunes will be inno 
‘wise affected by the failure or success 
of the Pacific Bank, but that the Cali- 
fornian Magazine, which it has been 
‘carrying at a loss, will be likely to feel 
the blow very keenly. There was re- 
ceived here from New York $1,400,000 
as a strengthener for certain ‘of the 
‘banks ‘which are preparing for the 
,worst, but not all of it reached the cof- 
fers of the concern at the corner of 
Pine and Sansome streets. The Chron- 
icle, in reviewing the situation regard- 
‘ing the cyclone among the Los Angeles 
banks, will say tomorrow: 

‘It is very evident that the run on 
‘most of the Southern California banks 
isthe result of nothing but a silly 
scare, and that the banks are perfectly 
solvent,’’

' THE PACIFIC BANK. 


‘A Statement of Its Condition According 
+ to Last Reporte. 

. San Francisco, June 22.—[By the As- 
sociated: Press.] At a meeting of the 
‘board of directors of the Pacific Bank 
tonight it was decided not to open the 
doors tomorrow. The direct cause of 
the suspension is a notice from the 
Clearing House Association that the 
bank’s paper would -not hereafter be 
accepted. It has been known for some 
time that the bank was laboring under 
financial difficulties, and the announce- 
ment of the action of the board does 
not create great surprise. 

. The Pacific Bank, was organized in 
1863 by R H. McDonald, and its pres- 
ent manager is R. H. McDonald, Jr. It 
has a paid up capital stock of $1,000,- 
000,°a nominal reserve of about $700,- 
000 and deposits of about $1,500,000 
according te the recent official report 
of the State Bank Examiners. its 
loans and discounts were said to be 
about $2,500,000. The failure seems 
to be altogether due to the recent mon- 
etarv troubles, and it is expected that { 
the depositors will lose nothing. 

' Manager: McDonald says that the 
bank will resume business in a short 
time, and that the suspension is re- 
sorted to that the bank may realize 
from its assets and protect itself froma 
sudden run by depositors. 

Ie may be that closing the doors 
of the Pacific Bank willresult in a sus- 
pension of the People’s Home Savings 
Bank, a collateral institution under 
practically the same management. 
This has a guaranteed capital stock of 
$1,000,000, of whicb one-third is paid 
up in cash. According to a recent 
statement ofthe bank, it has over 10,- 
000 depositors, andtotal deposits of 
,$1,700,000., Its assets consist of 
“ real estate, county and school district 
bonds, etc. The depositors will prob- 
ably be paid in full. There seems to 
be po reason to apprehend that the 
suspension of these institutions will 
precipitate a run on other banks. The 
leading institutions are well fortified 
and prepared to meet aby ordinary 
emergency. 

’R. H. McDonald, Jr., tonight said he 
expected a run would be made tomor- 
row on the People’s Home Savings 
Bank in consequence of the closing of 
the Pacific Bank, but the bank officials 
would take advantage of the law which 
allows savings banks to defer payment 
ten, thirty and sixty days. The instito- 
tion is perfectly solvent, he said, and 
in this manner hopes to tide over the 
present emergency.
